This remark increased 
tbe anger o( Earp, who turned on MiUw 
and said, "I will see you later," and then 
tawed oat ot the ealoon. An hour later 
Barp returned to the saloon where he 
found Miller and two ot his companions, 
and he drank with them, Suddenly 
Barp jumped toward Miller and sank a 
butcher's trimming knife into hie heart, 
catting it open and aafenug three ribs, 
As Miller fell Earp made another daen 
at him and cat him on the ehoulder. 
Tbe red-handed murderer, with the blood 
stilled rip piog from the knife which he took 
with him, walked down thi street nnti 
arrested by Bush Ham who turned him 
over to Sheriff Webb and lodged in jail 
BobDrennnn was arrested by the sheriff 
but he was subsequently released.

producer is two cente a pound ie true, 
but the same law has reduced tbe price 
of the Louisiana sugar producers' sugar 
to tbe people at least three cents a pound 
and on tbe Louisiana sugar alone the 
new law saves tbe consumer aod tax- 
pnyeir one cent a pound.

The senaatiQn of tbe day at Springfield 


yesterday was the appearance of Milton 
Knight, general freight agent of the 
Wabaeh Railway Company, who an- 
swered to an indictment in the Federal 
Court for tbe violation of the Interstate 
Commerce law. 
He gave a bond for 


$2,600. 


The fitts in the case are that the 


Wahash road made a contract with a Mr, 
Elite* of St. Louis, to secure business for 
the road, and said he wae paid 1J^ cents 
per hundred on floor shipped by James 
B. Eehlor from Bt Louie to Canada, 
It J9 claimed that the road has a right to 
hire a mail either on a salary or on a com- 
mission, as any other firm or corporation 
would do. The charge is that by this 
arrangement Kehlor got a rate of 25K 
cents instead of 27 cento per hundred, 
the regular schedule rate, Pabho sym- 
pathy ie strongly in favor of tile Wabash, 
and Mr. Knight did not w<iit to be eent 
tor, but cams forward promptly and gave 
bond. A warrant has beta issued for Mr. 
Keillor, and IB now in tbe hands ot the 
United States Marshal of Eastern Mis- 
souri, for a viola tic u of tbe Interstate 
Commerce lew in securing a lower rote 
tor the transportation ot flour than tbe 
BChedole price.

New Interest Law. 


The new interest law passed by the 


last Legislature took effect July 1st, 
This law makes the legs! rate of interest 
5 per cent, and the rate at which interest 
may be contracted 7 per cent. Notes, 
bonds, etc., may draw ae high as 7 per 
cent, when especially contracted, but 
judgments, liquidated accounts, bills of 
exchange, notee and bonde, where no rate 
ot interest is contracted will diaw 5 per 
cent, only. The legal rate heretofore has 
been 6 per cent., and ae high ae 8 per 
cent, has been lowfoJ, The law regarding 
usury in Illinois is that, if more than the 
legal rate is contracted Cor or cbnrgad, 
the usurer loses nil of the interest and 
can collect the principal only;

cian touched this button once. The en- 
gineer responded to the signal and 
itarted the dynamos. They had been 
tested up to 3,000 volts during the 
morning, When tbe current hod been 
turned on, the electrician threw the 
switch which turned It into the row of 
lamps above his head. They burst 
Into a glow of light that rivaled the 
daylight shining through the can TOSS 
covering of the windows about the 
•ides of the improvised execution room. 


The testing apparatus showed again 


a satisfactory strength of current. The 
electrician advised the warden of this 
fact. The warden went to the great 
Iron door at which one of the assistants, 
whom he had appointed under warrant 
of law, and It -was opened to permit 
him to pass through. Fie wns gone 
only a couple of minutes. In that time 
ho hiwl notified Dead Keeper Connaugh- 
ton, who wt»s in the condemned cell 
room, that the chair was ready for the 
first of the condemned men. 
The 


death warrant was not read to the 
condemned man In the cell, us was 
done In the case of Kemmlor, The 
warden had said that he did not know 
anything in the law requiring him to 
rend the death warrant. As a precau- 
tionary measure, he would rend it, but 
not at the time ot the execution- 
sometime be (or 13 if possible. It was 
his wish to prevent the other men 
knowing that the first man hnd bc<<n 
taken from his coll if it was possible to 
do so. So the exit from the cell room 
was made as quietly aa possible. 


The prisoners went to the execution 


chair bravely, and met their fate with- 
out a struggle. They offered no resist- 
ance, but rather assisted the keepers 
when they were hound down in the 
chair. The electrodes wore not ap- 
plied, as in tho Keiamler case, on tho 
top of tho skull and the baee ol 
the 
spine, 
but 
were bound to 


the 
foreheads of 
the 
condemned 


men and to the calves of their lops. 
The current was turned on in each 
caw for twenty seconds. The voltage 
•vns between 1,500 and 1.000. In each 
case there were apparent evidences of 
revival, us in the Kcmrolor case, and in 
each of tlicsu four cases the current na» 
turned on a second time In spite o( 
the fact that tho sponges were kept con- 
stantly wet all of the executed men 
were burned by ttic current, and es- 
pecially about the calves ol the IC-JT? 
Tho medical men prctent agree that 
death came on fl-^t contact, and tlint 
tho seeming revival was merely a reflex 
muscular action. 


None of the witnesses was overcome 


by fright, and all of them who hnvc 
spoken hnve mode the statement that 
tho electrodes were successful, and 
death in all coses woa instantaneous 
and painless. 


The entire time consumed in execut- 


ing the four men was an hour and iSK 
minutes, Slocum was executed at 4-43 
a. m., Smilcr*t 5:13, Wood at 5 38 and 
Juglgo at 0:OS. 


Dr. Alphonse D. Rockwell, the man 


who devised the electrode, and wbo 
wns one of the three commissioners ap- 
pointed to supervise tho electrocution, 
was the firit ot tho experts to emerge 
from the prison. Dr Rockwell hurried 
to the depot to catch on early train to 
Now York He said- "We are pledged 
to accrccy; but I do not think I am 
violttlng that pledge in snjing that all 
four executions wow an unqullfled swc- 
cei% The men all died painlessly and 
without a struggle. Further than this X 
can not speak." 


E. A, Brown, purchasing agent of the 


state prison, said that there was no 
doubt that the electrocutions wcr" ab- 
solutely painless. "The horse killed in 
tho 6nnl test of the machinery," he 
said, "was dead before It fell 
Its eve- 


balls were ns natural as Id life uftct 
death, and this was the condition of the 
men put to death. Each walked calmly 
to death, ai.d there wna not e. struggle 
or hitch at any stage of the froceed- 
Ings. When the current was tiirued 
into a man's body he died go quickly 
that It was difficult to realize that death 
hod occurred " 


The autopsies, contrary to expecta 


tton, were performed by 4 o'clock, and 
the corps of the physicians left the depot 
c>ftcr a ihort time for New York and Al- 
bany. Dr. McDonald, who conducted tl.e 
execution and autopsy, wns asked for a 
statement, fie declined to give any, 
saving that the results would bo given 
out in Albany in ofllctal shape. 


Asked to deny that the men did not 


die instantly, ho said: "I have nothing 
to say as to that. Unconsciousness 
was immediate and the men suffered 
no pala and made no resistance," 


"Do you 
deny that they were 


burned?" was asked. 


"I decline to be interviewed on thai 


point" 


Dr. Word was asked; "Did the firsl 


shock kill the men?" and said, "I do 
not care to answer that. 1 think the 
execution was successful," 


Dr. McDonald was asked how many 


volts were used and declined to answer. 


All of the witnesses have gone and 


the prison has returned to its natural 
stale.

It la said that the warden read the

It was probably 
just after reading these death warrants 
that Warden Brown told the United 
Press correspondent at midnight that 
he hod just come from the cells of the 
condemned men. 


The witnesses of the electrocution 


ripned an agreement that they would 
not reveal what occurred within the 
execution chamber. The warden told 
them that If they refused tu sign they 
would not be admitted to the execution 
chamber. All of the witnesses signed
